New York , Sept. 30.— With seven ¡arsons dead, sev­ 
eral more dying, and 12 others su ffering from bu rns anil 
brok en bones, the black ened ru ins of an u p-town aj>artment 
hou se were searched today for additional victims of th e fire 
which swept throu gh it shortly after midnight. 
The dea d who ha v e no t y et been identified a re a ma n, a wo m­ 
a n, two bo y s, a nd three o thers 
s o sev erely burned it co uld no t Ik* 
a scerta ined whether they were children o r a dults. 
Hea rt rending scenes were witnessed a s the fla mes ro lled 
thro ug h the fiv e sto ry a pa rtment ho use, ho using 2 4 fa milies. 
The building sto o d o n 1 09th Street a nd Bro a dwa y . 
The a la rm 
wa s turned in by a po licema n. 
Fire quickly cut o ff a ll ex its.

As the crowd watched, a middle 
aged woman, clad only in a night 
gown, hu rled herself from the win­ 
dow to the street below. 
A moment 
later a baby hit the sidewalk .

mother had thrown It to save ft from 
a worse fate. 
Policemen and firemen swarmed u p 
extension ladders and 
risk ed 
tot-ir 
lives again and again *o bring people 
to safety who cou ld njf otherwise es­ 
cape while below the crowds watch­ 
ing the real life drama exciting jescu e, 
cheered. 
One man. driven from the apartment 
by the scorching flames, had (Tou ched 
on the fire eseape and died as the 
fire bu rst throu gh the window. 
His 
hu ddled form was still on the fire es­ 
cape at dawn. 
A boy was seen standing on the win­ 
dow sill while the glare got brighter 
and brighter behind him. 
He stood 
as long as he cou ld, then as a g-oan 
swept the crowd, he plu ngt-d down 
from the fifth story and was instantly 
k illed. 
Firemen pu t ladders 
against 
the 
bu ilding and wi» h the aid of a wafer 
screen managed to tak e down many 
who otherwise wou ld have perished. 
The night clothes of those saved were 
smou ldering, and seven were fou nd to 
he so terribly bu rned it was f e a nd 
they cannot su rvive 
Three of the firemen that engaged 
in the rescu e w rfc su ccu mbed to the 
heat and were * Pti a to hospitals with 
blistered hands a r i faces.

Blackened Ruins are Being Searched for Additional Victims 
of the Fire Which Swept Through the Build­

VIEW SEAMEN’S STRIKE WITH ALARM 


Heart Rending Scenes Witnessed as Flames Rolled Through 
Five Story Building, Engulfing 24 Families; 
Fire Cuts Off All Exits

New York, Sept. 30.— With seven persons dead, sev­ 
eral more dying, and 12 others suffering from burns and 
broken bones, the blackened ruins of an up-town apartment 
house were searched today for additional victims of the fire 
which swept through it shortly after midnight. 
The dead who have not yet been identified are a man, a wom­ 
an, two boys, and three others so severely burned it could not be 
ascertained whether they were children or adults. 
Heart rending scenes were witnessed as the flames rolled 
through the five story apartment house, housing 24 families. 
The building stood on 109th Street and Broadway. 
The alarm 
was turned in by a policeman. 
Fire quickly cut off all exits. 
The steel fire escapes became 
red hot. 
Flames and smoke poured from all windows and above 
the roar of the blaze and clank of apparatus, rose the shrieks of 
the frenzied tenants who crowded near the windows, their forms 
silhouetted against the fire behind them.

Tin; City Council has not y et acted on the genaroua offer of 
Hon. A. A. White, of St. Paul, Minnesota, to donate to the city of 
Brainerd one hundred lot« ly ing south and weat of the magnificent 
county btiilding, together with other desirable lots that might at 
small ex pense be transformed into places of beauty . 
There would be no hesitation in grasping at this offer if the 
land had a high v alue arising from its being centrally located. 
If such were the case thoughts of the income accruing to the city 
through possession would prompt the aldermen to quick action. 
But in the case oi the land under consideration, commercial 
v alues ought not to be considered. 
For building purposes these 
lots are not in demand, but there is no land in the city that can be 
so effectiv ely turned into a place of beauty as that offered to the 
city without cost by Mr. White. 
One reason for the delay in accepting this offer may be ihat 
the council is conv inced that the financial condition of the city is 
such that it would be impossible to prov ide funds for their im­ 
prov ement. 
And at this time such an argument carries much 
weight. 
The council has just completed a large street improv e­ 
ment program that has called tor the ex penditure of a large 
amount ol money and has so drawn upon the financial resources of 
the city that other pretentious improv ements cannot Ik* undertaken 
for some time to come. 
But there is no reason why the U>autify - 
ing of these lots cannot be turned ov er to an organization, func­ 
tioning under direction of the council, which will secure by suo- 
scription the money required to make the necessary improv e­ 
ments. 
Mr. White wishes to giv e this land to Brainerd, and the City 
Council as custodians of the property of the city is the body whicn, 
acting for the people of the city , must accept or reject the ofier. 
There is reason to believ e that if the offer were enthusiastically 
accepted, Mr. White would himself assist in turning these un­ 
productiv e and, at present, more nr less untidy lots into parks 
that would be the boast of the city of Brainerd. 
The donor has a warm feeling for this city in which he resided 
as a y outh and in which his father helped to plan the onward 
reach of the great railroad that links the Twin Cities with the 
coast. 
There is something about the scene in which one's father 
laid plans for the future that makes a strong sentimental appeal 
to the son; and; seeing a city like Brainerd grow up in fifty y ears 
on foundations laid by the father, induces the son to seek to make 
the town more beautiful. Such a dream is lx » rn of the desire 10 do 
something in memory of the father in the place where that father 
planned for the future. 
When Mr. White was in the city for the Fiftieth anniv ersary , 
with the past rising before him like a dream, he was led to think 
of the way in which he might make a contribution to Brainerd'» 
future, and his offer of this land was the result. 
This olier is too good to pass up, the land behind the court­ 
house can be made one of the beauty spots of Brainerd. 
It is a 
natural emphitheatre whom* v alue to a growing city cannot lie 
estimated. 
And if the City Council accepts it there is no doubt 
but that Mr. White and other earlier residents ol Brainerd will 
do what they can in cooperation with a park association, acting 
under the authority of the council, to make this a memorial to 
those pioneers who laid the foundations of the city that has now 
a population of ov er 10,000. 
These older residents remember Brainerd as it was in the be­ 
ginning, and seeing it as it is today , they env isage it as it may 
Ik*, and will be fifty y ears from now, if the children of the found­ 
ing fathers possess the faith and energy of those pioneers.

P e o p l e the world over, outside of Turkey and Mohammedan 
lands, have hoped through the past two weeks that the force of 
the ideal would overcome the ideal of force. 
But there are yet 
peoples who do not think in the terms of Christianized peoples and 
who know nothing other than the use of force in international af­ 
fairs. 
Such a people are the Turks. 
For fifty years this race has violated the sanctions of re­ 
spectable nations, butchered Christians, and oppressed weaker 
peoples; without respect for minorities she has sought to crush 
the aspirations of struggling states and, at last, has come face to 
face with stronger powers whose moral conceptions have been 
scorned by this cruel and treacherous people. 
And now it appears that the show of moral courage made 
by the nations must be changed to an exhibition of military 
strength. 
Ideals do not carry weight with those who have not 
reached the plane on which nations having a moral sense stand 
together. The Turks are attempting by trickery to win for them­ 
selves a position in which the strength of military opponents will 
be met by an entrenched Turk who will be so favorably situated 
that he cannot be driven hack. 
Indignation is sweeping the world as the Turk advances into 
the neutral zone in deliberate defiance of the mandate of the allies 
that Turkish troops respect the neutrality of this territory.
